The same night 
at 11 o'clock the cabalistic operations were to 
commence. At the appointed hour Porcher’s 
wife and the Black Virgin proceeded to Reffauts 
house. The Black Virgin was covered ‘wit a 
large booded cloak. She divided the 1,500 
francs into three parcels. Besides this money, 
she required, as indispensable to the operation, 
hine drams of gold, two sheets, and two ells and 
a balf of black stuff. These different articles 
having been furnished by Reffauts, she then 
made the three parcels of money, and the nine 
drams of gold (which consisted of two chains, a 
ring, andtanother ornament) into a packet, to 
which she added three louis of her own money, 
and then wrapped it in a handkerchief which she 
bed brought with her, aod tied it with a blue 
riband. 
These preparations being terminated with a 
mysterious and solemn air, the virgin of divina- 
tions descended into the cellar, accompamed by 
M. Reffaut and Porcher’s wife, the latter carry- 
ing the candle. Having arrived in the cellar, 
the virgin assumed an inspired air, and pointing 
with her finger to the floor of the cave, told M. 
Reffaut to make a hole in it. The hole being made 
she placed therein the packet which she held 
in her hand, and directed it to be covered with 
earth; afterwards she spread over it the two cells 
and a half of black stuff which she had brought 
with her. At this moment Porcher’s wife car- 
ried away the candle, and M. Reffaut perceived 
en the floor of the cellar, and on the virgin’s 
cloak, fire of an extraordinary color. Finally, 
at the expiration of half an hour, they quitted 
the cave, and Porcher’s wife took away the 
sheets. On departing, the black virgin announ- 
eed to M. Reffaut that she was obliged to quit 
the place where she had exercised the power of 
her art, before the rising of the sun; but that she 
would return in 41 days, and thea the charm 
would be perfected. 

. The days, however, rolled on, and neither 
the black virgin nor any news of her, arrived. 
Many months even passed over, and still no 
black virgin. Reffaut complained to Porcher, 
but the latter re- ssured him that the virgin 
would certainly return; perhaps she was detain- 
ed by some great operations; she was so famous 
a witch that she was sent for from all parts. 

The credulous couple waited still soime time 
longer, but at length, yielding to the solicita- 
tions of their brother, they disinterred the pack- 
et, and found, instead of their money and their 
grains of gold, iron and pewter. They again 
complained to Porcher, who told them that it 
was doubtless an ill-turn that the evil one had 
played off upon the Black Virgin, but that on her 
return, she would certainly recover all. Final- 
ly, Reffaut, tired of waitng, complained to the 

ureur du Roi St. Amand, and on the 19th 
of December last, the tribunal of this town con- 
demned Porcher and his wife as accessories to 
the cheat committed by the Black Virgin, to 
five years imprisonment. The Court this day 
confirmed the judgement, notwithstanding the 
efforts of the prisoners’ counsel.

FROM MATANZAS.—We learn from Capt.

Owing to the extreme severity of the weather, 
no less than seven Hamburg mails are at this 
time detained in the port of Harwich, and are 
unable to proceed for their destination. A more 
inconvenient suspension of the ordinary comma- 
nications with that -_ of Europe could scarce- 
ly arise, as the trade in corn, deemed so indis- 
pensible for the supply of this country, is now in 
full activity, and the parties concerned are eager, 
on the one hand, to get their cargoes home, and 
on the other, to obtain payment for them in gold, 
silver, bills, or whatever mediuin may be adopt- 
ed. In consequence of this state of things, ap- 
plication has been made to the Post Office, on 
behalf of the merchants interested, to afford all 
the facilitites in its power, and the only practica- 
ble measure has instantly been resorted too— 
viz: that of sending orders to Harwich, to for- 
ward the Hamburg mails detained at that port, 
through Holland. A post office station has also 
beer established at Heligoland, for the purpose 
of making, when required, any part of the open 
coast, so long as the entrance of the river re- 
mains frozen. All that can be effected is, how- 
ever, the mutual transports of letters each way, 
for no cargoes of corn can arrive in the present 
state of the weather, nor can the gold prepared 
as remittances to Hamburgh, be sent on, as its 
conveyance overland from Rotterdam would be 
at once too hazardous and too expensive. There 
is every appearance at present that the frost will 
be of long continuance. Our supplies of corn 
must in the mean time come chiefly from the 
south of Europe, where great activity is exercis- 
ed, almost universally, in shipping off cargoes of 
grain. Of that part of Europe Spain will pro- 
bably furnish the largest quantity, and we under- 
stand that more than 100 English vessels are at 
present engaged in the conveyance of grain from 
that country alone. Large shipments are also 
on their way from Tuscany, Naples, and Sicily. 
Even Africa is to furnish a part of our supply, as 
arrangements are making to procure corn in 
Egypt,(the oldest corn market, by the way, men- 
tioned in history,) in Algiers, andin Morocco.— 
Times, Jan. 26. 


Opvessa, Jan. 10.—The Journal of this place 
contains the following article:—** Several jour- 
nals have repeatedly announced that the Sul- 
tan had left the capital to put himself at the 
head of the army. The truth is that he has only 
gone to take up his abode in a barrack situa- 
ted at the extreme end of the capital. It is also 
affirmed that the Sultan has sent large corps of 
troops, which are to retake Varna, deliver Bul- 
garia, &c.; yet our outposts meet about Parava- 
di and Bazardjik only small Turkish detachments 
which retire at the approach of our parties.’’— 
Prussian States Gazette, Jan. 26. 

Jassy, Jan. 2.—Nothing of any importance 
has occurred for a long time, and all hostilities 
on the right bank of the Danube are in fact 
suspended. It is not likely that any thing of 
consequence will take place before the spring, 
as the two armies are in winter quarters, im 
which the Turks are protected by their fortres- 
ses and inaccessible defiles, while the Russians 
have thrown up strong intrenchments from Hir- 
sowa to Paravadi, which are defended by a great 
number of cannon and 30,000 men. The Turks 
draw their subsistence from the fortresses, in 
which they find protection from the inclemency 
of the season. The Russians have erected 
stone houses in the line of their fortifications, 
in which they bid defiance to the bad weather. 
They derive their supplies partly from the Prin- 


i cipalities, partly from Odessa, the communica- 


tion with which place is kept up by means of 
light coasting vessels. General Roth has his 
head quarters at Varna. A few days ago it 1s 
said that he went with a party to reconnoitre 
beyond Paravadi, but no where fell in with the 
enemy, who scems to have abandoned the camp 
at Aidos, which it cost such great exertions to 
form. Atleast this is conjectured to be the case, 
as the General did not meet with any of the ene- 
mys out posts as far as Kenga,near Aidos; and 
only the deep snow hindered him from pushing 
| beyond Kenga. The Turks were endeavouring 
}to strengthen Silistria, and throwing up new 
ramparts of earth, which are the chief elements 
(of Turkish fortification; but they were obliged 
by the severe frost to suspend their works; and 
they will scarcely be able to resume them be- 
| fore the month of May. The soil in those coun 
tries is generally m such a state, in consequence 
of the overtlowings of the Danube previous to 
that time, that it has not solidity enough to 
erect durable ramparts.

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soriness of General Scherbated, who at first 
commanded;- ind did tt do in the summer 
months what was afterwards impossible. . it 
must, however, be Temembered that he had at 
first but a small force, and that probably his in- 
structions went no farther than the blockade of | 
the fortresses. Since the cold weather tas set | 
in, the sickness that prevailed bas greatly abat- | 
ed, and there are hardly any patients in the hos- 
pitals. The Turks in Widdin and Giurgevo some- | 
tines make uninportant sallies, which are easi- | 
ly repulsed by the Cossacks and Yagers. Mean | 
tume the most vigorous preparations are making | 
in the Russian army for the next campaign; and | 
if the Sultan cannot be induced to make conces- | 
sions, greater dangers await him than he per- | 
haps thinks of. 

Trieste, Jan. 15.—Letters from Otranto 
say that the three Ambassadors were on their 
way to Naples, and that perhaps Count Guille- 
minot would go for a short time to Paris. This 
seems to be a mere report. . 

At the latter part of last month there was a 
dreadful harricane in the Adriatic, which has 
done much damage. Letters from Otranto say 
that several vessels, freighted at Ancona with 
provisions for Greece, have perished. ‘Iwo men- 
of-war, of what nation is not stated, are said al- 
so to have been stranded. 

From the Constitutionnel. 

Wippin Jan. 3.—( By express. )—Very disad- 
vantageous reports are afloat respecting the 
Russians which we will repeat, without, how- 
ever, giving implicit belief to them. It is said 
that General Paskewitch has declared to the 
Emperor that, if considerable reinforcements 
are not very promptly seat te him, himself and 
his whole army imust be made prisoners by the 
Turks, ioasmuch as the latter occupy every pas- 
sage, and have him, as it were, blockaded. It 
is added that the Emperor has sent to Count 
Paskewitch, no troops, but a million of roubles, 
as a recompence for his conquests in Asia. We 
are assured that the two provinces conquered in 
Persia by the Russians have rebelled; that the 
garrison of Varna is struggling, both aginst 
famine and the Vurks, who are in possession of 
all the defiles, intercept the convoys; finally, 
that the Emperor Nicholas has invited Prince 
Metternich to Warsaw to the Congress to treat 
of peace. 

It appears certain that Tchapan Oyglou has 
intercepted the communication between Varna 
and the other fortresses occupied by the Rus- 
sians, and, as Varna cannot receive provisions 
on any side, people begin to think that it must 
certainly revert to the lurks.

6000 foot, 4000 horse, and 490 artillery. Or- 
ders were given to provide by the Ist December 
provisions and forage for 8000 infantry, 10,000 
cavalry, and 400 artillery. These troops were 
to come from Shumla, because the difficulty of 
providing for them at head-quarters daily in- 
creased, and therefore it became necessary to 
distribute them in more extended cantonments. 
Semandia had, on the 15th November, 40U0 in- 
fantry and 6000 cavalry. The infantry amounted 
on the Ist December to 6000 men. At Rusts- 
chuk, up to 8th November, rations were pro- 
vided for 16,000 infantry, 4000 cavalry, and 200 
artillery. Since the 8th December, there have 
been 22,000 infantry, 6000 cavalry, and 2500 
artillery. These last reinforcements are said 
likewise*to have come from the army about the 
Balkan. 

The amount of the garrison of Silistria is not 
mentioned in the list, because the supplies for 
that fortress come from tbe interior, whereas 
those for the other places are conveyed by the 
Danube. The troops are said to be in pretty 
good conditiun, as far as that can be affirmed of 
Turkish troops, and to be impatient for orders 
to commence offensive operations and pass the 
Danube, to gratify their love of plunder. Such 
measures, however, have been taken by the 
Russians in the Principalities, as to remove all 
apprehensions of any considerable incursions into 
those provinces.

Execution of Burke, the Murderer. 


On Wednesday morning, Jan. 28, between 
eight and nine o'clock, this wretched mam paid 
the forfeit of his crimes at the head of Lybber- 
ton’s Wynd, Edinborgh. As the period ap- 
proached which was to terminate his career, the 
excitement which had been all along so deep in 
that place was greatly increased, and great fear 
was entertained that some tumultuous exhibition 
of public feeling would be made at the execution. 
Fortunately, however, no such occurrence took

place. Burke was removed from the Calton | 
gaol on Tuesday morning at four o'clock, with | 
the strictest privacy, and was lodged in the | 
lock-up-house behind the Parliament-square, 
near the place of execution.

The first of these was an old woman, on the 12th 
of Feb. 1828. The last was that of Mrs. Camp- 
bell, in October. The first body sold was that 
of a pensioner, who died of dropsy in Hare’s 
house, for whom a mock funeral was made. 
Exnisition or tHe Bopy.—Before ten 
o’clock yesterday, a crowd of people assembled 
at the college gate anxious to obtain a view ef 
the murderer's mortal remains. A party of po- 
lice being stationed to preserve order and regu- 
larity in the proceedings, the doors of the hall 
were thrown open to the public. The corpse 
was stretched on the dissecting table in a state 
of nudity, and though the skull had been taken 
off on the previous day, to allow the lecturer to 
expose the brain, the eyes were more than half 
open, quite bright, and the features were so lit- 
tle distorted, that they were instantly recognized 
by numbers to whom he had been previously un- 
known by name. The sight, upon the whole, 
was very far from being agreeable, but it may 
be plausibly maintained that the exhibition 
will be more efficacious in preventing crime, 
than the common spectacle on the gallows. The 
corpse lay exposed for seven hours and a half, 
and it is utterly anpossible to say at what period 
the pressure vas the most severe. The pro- 
gress of this ‘‘ stream of people’’ was slow but 
constant, and yesic;day the body was seen by 
upwards of 24,000 individuals.— Scotsman. 


A writer in the Scotsman gives a Phrenolo- 
gical account of Burke's head, from which the 
followiug is an extract:—‘*The middle lobe of 
the brain, in which are situate the organs of 
Destructiveness, Secretiveness, and Acquisitive- 
ness, was very large; at Destructiveness, in 
particular, the skull presented a distinct swell, 
and the bone was remarkably thin. The organs 
of Self-Esteem and firmness were also largely 
developed. It is mentioned in all the phrenolo- 
gical works, that Self-Esteem and Acquisitive- 
ness are the grand elements of Selfishness.

** My relations with foreign powers contine 
to be friendly. The assurances I receive fre 
my alhes offer me a pledge that, notwithstan 
ing the events which have desolated the 
peace will not be disturbed in the rest of Euro 
To hasten the pacification of Greece I have, i 
concert with England and Russia, sent to t 
Morea a division cf my troops. At the sight 
some thousand Frenchmen determined to ac 
plish their noble task, that celebrated copntry 
too long ravaged, has been restored to 
and security. There, as at Navarin, the 
of the flags has proved to the world the 
of the three crowns for the faith of treaties; 
my soldiers take pleasure in recounting the si 
cere support which they have found in the 
glish Navy. 

** A formal declaration, notified to the P 
has placed the Morea and the neighbouring i 
lands under the protection of the three powers. 
This solemn act will suffice to render a p 
ed occupation unnecessary. I continue te 
sist the Greeks to rebuild their ruins; and my 
ships bring back to them those Christian slaves 
whom the pious generosity of France, bas res- 
tored to their country and to liberty. Se many 
cares will not prove in vain. I have reason te 
believe that the Porte, more enlightened, wil 
cease to oppose the treaty of the 6th July; and, 
it may be hoped, that this first arrangement will 
not be lost for the re-establishment of peace in 
the East. 

‘* The situation of Spain has allowed me te 
recall the troops which I had left at the di 
sal of his Catholic Majesty. My soldiers have 
returned to their country, after having received 
from the inhabitants of all the countries through 
which they have passed, testimonies of esteem. 
and regret due to their excellent discipline, 
Considerable sums have been advanced to the 
Spanish Government. A convention has just 
been signed to regulate the repayment of them. 

** The hope which I still retain of obtaining 
from the Dey of Algiers a just reparation, has re- 
tarded the measures which i may be obliged té 
take in order to punish him; but I shall 
nothing to protect the French commerce 
insult and piracy, and striking examples have 
aiready taught the Algerines that it is neither 
easy nor prudent to brave the vigilance of my 
naval force. 

‘*Engagements contracted by an ancient 
French colony had ceased to be executed. 
After having convinced myself that this inexe- 
cution was the result of inability, | have consent-- 
ed to open with it a more efficacious negotiation 
for the interest of the colonies ayd of commerce- 

‘‘Many of my subjects have suffered by the 
measures taken by the Emperor of Brazil in his 
war with the republic of Buenos Ayres. Some 
of their vessels have been captured. The con- 
vention which I have just ratified, while it con- 
firms, with respect to the right of blockade, & 
conservatory principle always maintained by 
France, insures to them the restitution ef their 
property, and an indemnity proportioned to their 
loss. On this occasion, as on all others, I owe 
praises to the French marine, which shows it- 
self worthy of its noble mission. . 

“The successive shocks which have agitated 
some of the new states of South America have 
left the political situation of those states uncer- 
tain, and rendered it difficult to form re 
relations with them. ‘Ihe moment is, dowbt 
not far distant when | shall be able to give te 
those relations a stability advantageous to my 
subjects; meantime | have appointed consuls to 
watch over their interests, 

‘Such, gentlemen, is the happy result of 
our relations with foreign powers. Whatever 
may be the events that the future reserves for 
us I shall certainly never forget that the g 
of France is a sacred deposit, and that the he- 
nour of being the guardian of it is the fairest 
prerogative of my crown. 

‘‘Order and peace prevail in the interior. 
French industry, [manufactures] already so 
justly, is daily distinguished by new improve- 
ments. Some branches of our agriculture and 
commerce are suffering, but I hope that it will 
be possible for me to lessen the evil, if I should 
not be enabled to cure it. The long inclemen~ 
cy of the seasons, and the unfavourable delay 
which the harvest experienced, awakened for- 
some weeks the solicitude of my government. 
Distressing doubts with espect to the state of 
our recources have been speedily dispelled by 
more positive information. The subsistence of 
all is assured, and if the price of corn, while it 
augments the prosperity of the landholders, in- 
creases for a moment the distress of the indi-. 
gent, Providence has created beneficence to re- 
heve those who suffer. 


‘* The press, freed from restraints, enjoys en- 
tire liberty. If licentiousness, its fatal enemy,.

comes more firm and enlightened, does justice to 
its aberrations, and the magistracy, faithful te 
its noble traditions, knows its duties, and will 
always fulfil them.

COURT OF OYER AND TERMINER. 

New-Yor«, March 21.—Richard Johnson 
was (his morning put to the Bar, to receive the 
sentence of the Court, for the murder of Ursula 
Newman. On being questioned whether he had 
any thing to say why sentence of death should 
not be pronounced against him, he addressed the 
Court at some length, declaring that, although 
he had been found legally guilty of the crime 
alledged against him he was not morally so; as 
he protested that he had no knowledge of the 
transactions of the fatal 20th Nov. He declar- 
ed that his affection for the deceased was most 
intense, and that the ill-treatment which he re- 
ceived from her, instead of diminishing, increas- 
ed it, until it drove him to madness. To the 
judgment of the jury he had nothing to say; but 
he had much to say to the judgment of the world; 
and it was to appeal to that which had induced 
him to address the Court. He expressed himself 
grateful to the counsel who had defended him 
for the yreat zeal and ability displayed by them; 
and concluded by a request that his execution 
might be fixed at a period as distant as possi- 
ble. He was then sentenced to be hanged on 
the 7th of May next, between the hours of 7 and 
12, A. M. 

Catharine Cashiere was then put to the bar 
for sentence, on her conviction of the murder of 
Susannah Anthony. The Court observed, that 
the affidavits which had been presented since the 
trial to show that her mind was unsettled, did 
not bear out the plea of insanity, nor could they 
be allowed to alter the determination of the 
Court. Judge Edwards in concluding his re- 
marks, made a strong remonstrance against the 
pernicious abundance in this city of retail grog 
shops, from the number of which many of the 
worst crimes could be traced. Cashier was sen- 
tenced to be hung on the same day and hour 
with Johnson.
